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Semi-Annual Session of Utah Mission. 

The semi-annual session of Utah 
Mission held at Second Church last 
week was replete with good things. 
The papers and addresses without ex- 
ception showed evidence of most careful 
preparation and were marked by a rare 
degree of excellence, 


The opening service was held Thurs- 


day evening. Rev. J. E. Kirbye of 
Provo preached a missionary sermon 
which showed most patient research 
among the inspiring annals of past 
missionary endeavor, ‘and which closed 
with a hopeful outlook into the future. 
We enjoyed its spirit of broad optimism, 
Rev. E. E. Mork: conducted a prayer 
and praise service at the close of the 
sermon, which was eagerly enjoyed 
especially by the workers who ,have 
come from the outlying districts where 
such meetings are necessarily a rarity. 

Friday’s session opened with a devo- 
tional meeting led by Mr. Mork, which 
was followed: by ‘Organization and 
Business.””> Rev. G. EH. Jayne was 
elected president of the Conference and 
Rev. J. E. Kirbye was made secretary. 
An important, paper on “*What Shouid 
be the Attitude of our Church toward 
Education” was presented by Rey. J. 
D. Wasson of Logan. This paper was 
full of practical suggestions, forcibly 
presented, and was followed by a spirit- 
ed discussion in which most of the 
brethren ‘participated. Mr. Wasson is 
a strong man who is-taking firm hold 
at. Logan, and is gathering about his 
work a strong force of energetic, enter- 
prising young people. 

“The Preacher in his Study’? was 
the subject of the paper by Rev. G. C. 
Waynick of Park City, and was replete 





with valuable suggestions culled from 
personal experience. The preacher needs 
his study but he should not be impris- 
oned in it. He needs his books but he 
should not be buried by them nor let 
their dust get into his brain. Mr. 
Waynick is one of the strong men in 
this field, and is well qualified to give 
advice to the younger men concerning 
the building of sermons. Owing to 
the special and peculiar demands upon 
the work at Park City during the past 
year, he has found himself compelled 
to transfer much of his ‘‘study” to 
business houses and offices, in the pros- 
ecution of his labors to rebuild the 
church at that place, and in this he has 
proven himself signally successfal. 

The first part of the afternoon session 
was devoted to the interests of the W. 
H. M.S. andthe W.F.M.S. At the 
first meeting Mrs. E. M. Wilks was the 
presiding officer, and at the second the 
chair was occupicd by Mrs. L. M, Gil- 
lilan. Appeals were made for greater 
interest in behalf of these great organi- 
zations, throughout the bounds of the 
Mission. The ladies were especially 
fortunate in having secured Mrs, Wilson, 
Conference Secretary for Colorado Con- 
ference and Utah Mission, to deliver an 
address. Mrs. Wilson is a very pleas- 
ing speaker, and in the very brief time 
alloted her succeeded in imparting much 
useful information concerning the work 
that she represents. 

We were especially delighted with 
the strong presentation of ‘‘Methodism’s 
20th Century Battle Cry,’’ by Rev. F, 
N. Lapham of Eureka. The speaker 
had aught the spirit of Bishop Fowler’s 
thrilling appeal, and succeeded in arous- 
ing all present to a high pitch of en-

thusiasm. We believe this paper to be 
worthy of wide circulation. It aroused 
considerable discussion, but all the 
speakers cordially endorsed its senti- 
ments. 

It was very fitting that Rev. Richard 
Wake should follow immediately with 
his address upon ‘‘The Religion of the 
20th Century.”’ Mr. Wake has had 
wide experience, has alwavs been a keen 
student of human nature, has earnestly 
considered the tendencies of our times, 
and has brought to the consideration of 
this subject his best thought and ripest 
judgment. His address was logical, 
well reasoned from premises to conclu- 
sion, and inspiring. Some of the ideas 
suggested provoked discussion, but the 
address was thought-compelling and 
abreast of the times. It is on the whole 
a just rebuke to the narrow field to 
which we have restricted our Christian 
activities, and an earnest appeal to ex- 
tend the circle of our influence, to bring 
the power of God to bear, not simply 
on the problem of salvation of the indi- 
vidual, but upon the still greater prob- 
lem of the salvation of society from the 
evils with which it is cursed. 

This most helpful session was brought 
to a fitting close by the sermon in the 
evening by Rev. W. E. Wilkinson of 
First Church, Ogden. Mr. Wilkinson 
has, within the year since last Confer- 
ence, been transferred to this field from 
La Grange, Chicago.

We Are glad offic movement that 
has been inaugurated in this city for 
the federation of the Young People’s 
societies of the various Christian church- 
es into a Young People’s Christian 
Union. There is need of united effort 
on the part of the aggressive Christian 
young people of this city against many 
evils of long standing and that continue 
only through tacit sufferance. Every 
line of Christian work should be 
strengthened, -and the positive influ 
ence of a vital Christianity should be 
extended through the agency of such 
an organization as has been effected. 
It is intended that denominational lines 
should not be recognized and that only 
such work as can be prosecuted by the 
young people outside their respective 
churches should be undertaken. We 
shall follow the progress of this move- 
ment with great interest, and earnestly 
urge upon all our young people the 
duty of hearty co-operation with those 
who have it in charge. A list of the 
officers for the ensuing year will be 
found on another page of this paper. 
Following is the constitution that has 
been adopted : 
ARTICLE I. 

The name of this organization shall 
be THE YounG PrEOPLE’S CHRISTIAN 
Union oF Sart Lake City, Utan. 

ARTICLE Il. 


The object of this Union shall be 
to strengthen the bonds of Christian 
sympathy and fellowship among the 
members of the Young People’s so- 
cieties of the various Christian churches 
of the city, and to organize them for 
more effective work in opposition to 
organized evil, and for the furtherance 
“oft Christian and’ moral measures of 
common interest that already exist or 
may arise. 


SALT LAKE CITY, UTAH, MAY 13, 1899. 
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ARTICLE III. 


Sec. 1. All members of all Young 
People’s societies which sball adopt this 
constitution shall be members of this 
Union. 


Sec. 2. The business of this Union 
shall be in the hands of an Executive 
Board to be composed of two represent- 
atives from each society holding mem- 
bership in the Union, such representa- 
tives to be chosen by their respective 
societies. Members of the Executive 
Board shall be elected for one year. 

Sec. 3. Vacancies in representation 
of any society may be filled by said so- 
ciety at any time in the usual manner. 


ARTICLE 


Sec. 1. The officers of the Executive 
Board shall be a President, one or more 
Vice Presidents, a Secretary, and Treas- 
urer, whose duties shall be such as are 
usually assigned to each respective office.. 


LV 


Sec. 2. The officers must be chosen 
from the delegates composing the Ex- 
ecutive Board,-and shall be elected by 
ballot at the first regular meeting of the 
Board after January Ist of each year, 
and the term of office shall be the bal- 
ance of the calendar year, or until their 
successors are elected. 

Sec. 3. Vacancies in any office may 
be filled at any regular meeting of the 
Board by ballot in the usual manner. 
Notice of the time for such election 
must, however, be mailed by the Secre- 
tary to each delegate at least three days 
prior to the time of meeting when va- 
cancies are to be filled. 

"ARTICLE! V. 

The following standing committees 
shall be appointed by the President, or 
any others that may be found necessary: 
Finance, Social, Printing, Temperance, 
Mass Meetings. 

ARTICLE VI. 

Sec. 1. The regular meetings of the 
Board shall be the second Monday eve- 
ning in each month, except when such 
day isa legal holiday, when the meeting 
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shall be the next (Tuesday ) evening. 

Sec. 2. There will be amass meeting 
the first Friday evening in December, 
March, June and September, except 
when such day is a legal holiday, when 
the meeting shall be the preceding 
(Thursday) evening. Mass meetings 
shall be held at such place as may be 
designated by the Board from time to 
time. 

Sec. 3. Special meetings of the Board 
may be called by the President and 
Secretary whenever occasion requires. 

ARTICLE VII. 


A membership fee of ten cents per 
annum per member shall be paid by each 
Society composing a part of this Union, 
to maintain the current expenses of the 
Union, and shall be payable the first 
week of each quarter, viz: January, 
April, July and October. When addi- 
tional funds are needed for the use of 
the Union, special assessments may be 
levied. 


ARTICLE VIII. 

This Constitution may be amended at 
any time at a mass meeting of the Union 
by a majority vote of the members 
present, the amendment first having 
been recommended by a two-thirds vote 
of all members of the Executive Board,

A pretty 
story of ‘‘love, desertion, betrayal and 
embezzlement’’ is concocted, and the 
strong arm of the law is invoked to en- 
force the tender pleading of the Chinese 
gentleman who has paid $750 for the 
object of his tender passion and is now 
stricken and desolate. It adds greatly 
to the ‘‘romance”’ that the police force 
of this city, through its chief, has made 
every effort to bring the pretty fugitive 
back to the arms of her whilom master;

ore than two and 

half centuries ago one Obadiah Turner, 
in the town of ‘‘Lin,’’ Mass., was keep- 
ing such a journal. In the same he 


noted many items as to the church and 


pastor. The latter was the Rev. Samuel 
Whiting, A.M., S.T.D. (Cambridge, 
England), first pastor there from 1636 
to 1679, and from whom the writer is 


descended. Asa most interesting view 


of the times and customs, the following 
is quoted in the quaint language of Mr. 
‘Turner : 

1646. June y©3; Allen Bridges hath 
in chose to wake y* sleepers in meet- 
ng. And being mch proade of his 

place, must needs have a fox taile fixed 
to y¢ end of a long staff wherewith he 
may brush y* faces of them yt will have 
napps in time of discourse; likewise a 
sharp thorne wherewith he may prick 
such as be most sounde. On y® last 
Lord his day, as hee strutted about y* 
meeting house, hee did spy M* Tomlins 
sleeping with much comforte, hjs head 
kept steadie by being in y* corner, and 
his hand grasping ye rail. . And soe 
spying, Allen did quicklie thrust his 
staff behind Dame Ballard and give hjim 
a grievous prick vpon ye hand. Where- 
vppon M* Tomlins did spring vpp mch 
above y* floore and with terrible force 
strike with hjs hand against y© wall, and 
also, to y® wonder of all, prophainhe 
exclaim, in a loude voice, cuss y© wood- 
chuck; he dreaming, as it seemed. ya 
woodebuck had seized and bit his hand. 
But on coming to know where hee was 
and y* great scandall hee had com mitted, 
he seemed mech abashed, but did an 
speake. And I think hee will not soone 
againe go to sleepe in meeting. Y¢ 


women may sometimes sleepe and none: 


know it, by reason of their enormous 
bonnets. M* Whiting doth pleasantly

say yt fiein ye uilyit hee doth seem to 
be preaching to stacks of straw wth men 
sitting here ‘and there among them. 


Upon the death of his pastor at the 
age of eighty-two, Mr. Turner thus 
portrayed him: 

Yester even died y* dear & reverend 
Mt Whiting. He hath labored among 
vs this fortie yeare and vpwards, and 
was. mch beloved both here and abroad. 
Hjs godlie temper was seen in ye sweet 
smile yt be alwaies wore. Hjs learning 
was great. In y* Hebrew jt hath been 
said none on this side of y* water could 
come vp to him. He greatlie labored 
for y* children, and for manie yeares 
would haue as manie as he could come 
to hjs house .on everie Lord his day 
after ye publique worship was over, and 
be catechized and instructed by him in 
Bible truths. And on week daies he 
also instructed ye children, such as would, 
in Latin and other learning of y* schooles. 
He was not fond of disputations and 
wordie wranglings about doctrine, but 
laid down hjs poynts plainlie and then 
firmlie defended them by y* Scriptures, 
not taking y* time, as y© manner of some 
is, to tell how others look vpon ye. same 
and then to tell how false was y* eye 
with weh they looked. He writ some 
things y' come out in print, and all tes- 
tified to their being sound in doctrine, 
liberal in sentiment, and plain und 
practicall. 

Mt Whiting was a good liver, saying 
he did not find y' mortifying ye flesh 
meant pinching y® stomach. Hyjs wife 
was a right comlie dame, and belonged 
to a great familie, being Chief lastice 
Saint John his daughter. She was a 
godlie woman, and did mech to chear 
and help her husband. By her learning 
she was able to giue mch instruction to 
y® damsels of y® parish, and they did all 
love her as she were a tender mother. 
She died some above two years agone ; 
and he did greatlie mourn for her. 

M* Whiting had a noble garden where- 
in were delicious fruits and manie good 
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things for kitchen vse. He had a score 
of appill trees, from weh he made deli- 
cious cyder. And jt hath been said yt 
an Indjan once coming to hjs house, and 
Mistress Whiting giving him a drink of 
ye cyder, he did set down y, pot and 
smaking hjs lipps say yt Adam and Eve 
were rightlie damned for eating y® appils 
in y° garden of Eden; they should have 
made them into cyder. 

He was a man of middle size, dark 
skin and straight hair. Hjs hands were 
white and soft, mch like some fine ladys. 
In preaching he did not mch exercise 
hjs bodie. But hjs clear voice and 
pleasant way were as potent to hold fast 
y* thoughts of old and young. He had 
great care in hjs dress while | preaching, 
saying yt his hearers should not be made 
to haue their eyes vpon an unseemlie 
object, lest y© good instruction might 
be swallowed vp indisgust. And for a 
reason like vnto yt he would also haue 
hjs discourse in milde and winning 
wordes. In generall ye sermon would 
be an hour and a half long and y* long 
praier another half houre, weh wth yé¢ 
reading of y© Scriptures and y* singing 
would make ye whole above two hours ; 
y* hour glass upon y* pulpitt telling y¢ 
time. Hedid not love sleepers in meet- 
ing time, and would sometimes stop 
short. in y¢ exercises, calling pleasantlie 
to some one to come and wake y¢ sleep- 
ers. And once of a warm summer af- 
ternoon he did take hjs hat from y* peg 
in ye beam and put it on, saying he 
would goe home and feed hjs fowles and 
come back again, when may be their 
sleep would be ended, and they readie 
to hear yé remainder of his discourse. 
And at another time he did express yt 
he wished for ye Church of England 
service, wch by making them rise and 
sit often, would keep them awake. And 
this wishing for ye Episcopal service 
one may be sure was competent to keep 
some eyes open for a month to come,

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The Making of a Man. 

As we learn more about the age of 
this old earth, our birthplace and our 
temporary home, we come to realize 
what a recent thing is that we call his- 
tory. Thanks to the printing press and 
the voluminous writers who have kept 
it busy, we have a fairly clear view of 
the past two or three centuries. Yet 
this view is but partial. 

It is difficult to make the worthies 
who lived so grandly even a century or 
less ago, and whose personalities dom- 
inated the world of thought and affairs, 
seem realand living to us today. If our 
imagination thus falters in going back 
to the first part of the century that has 
not yet closed, aided as it is by the 
masterly productions of — historians, 
story-tellers, essayists, poets and paint- 
ers, it is no wonder that we soon lose 
our way when we begin to thread the 
intricate labyrinth of the centuries that 
preceded. Our -civilization today is 
flooded with the light of electricity ; 
we are seeking to penetrate to those 
periods, before the lamp was invented 
or the candle thought of; here and 
there a mountain peak is dimly illum- 
ined by some intrepid light-bearer hold- 
ing a flickering torch in his hands, but 
the valleys between are all in impene- 
trable shadow.

We make history minute by minute ; 
when we come to read the history that 
we have made, we find that there is 
very little of yesterday that is worth 
recalling, but few scenes of the past 
year that return to our memory, but 
few events of our past lives that stand

generation apart, and of past centuries 
by epochs still farther removed and 
separated from each other.

We are all sinners, but we do not all 
-feel the force of the awful fact. When 
one is convinced that he is a sinner, and 
has a clear view of the exceeding sinful- 
ness of sin, he feels deeply the need of 
Sin 

It, 
than any temporal calamity, physical 
Poverty, 


a divine Saviour. is the worst 


thing in the world. is. far worse 
‘disease or mental infirmity. 
leprosy, blindness, and ignorance are 
not to be compared with sin; for those 
only touch the body and the intellectual 
faculties, while sin touches and tarnishes 
the very center of our being. Poets 
have exhausted the resources of art and 
. imagination in their effort to portray 
sin in its effects on manhood and happi- 
ness, but they have not been able to do 
justice to the subject. The 
writers, aided by the inspiration of the 
Holy Ghost, have attempted to tell us 
something of the character and conse- 
quences of sin, but human language is 
not adequate to the task. Sin alienates 
the soul from God, despoils it of the 
adornment of innocence and virtue, and 
plunges it into the bottomless pit pre- 
pared for the devil and his angels. Sin 
is 2 blot on the soul so deep, so dark, 
so foul that nothing less than the blood 
of the only-begotten Son of God can 
wash the dismal stain away. 
The man who sees his sin in its true 
character is seized with a feeling of 


sacred 


horror. Fear, remorse, shame, guilt, 
and sorrow overwhelm his soul. In 


some cases the awakened sinner cannot 
so much as lift up his eyes unto heaven, 
but, smiting on his breast, he cries, 
‘God be. merciful to me, a sinner.’’ 
On the day of Pentecost, when Peter 
preached the Gospel to.a great multi-

tude in Jerusalem, some of whom had 
participated in the murder of the Prince 
of Life, they were cut to the heart, and 
cried out, ‘‘Men and brethren, what 
shall we do?” It is not claimed that 
everyone must experience this deep 
sorrow and agony of spirit before he 
can become a Christian. Doubtless 
there are many good men, true and 
loyal .to Christ, passed 
through this darkness. But it is per- 
fectly natural and rational that a sinner 
should have this unhappy experience 
when the Spirit of God opens his eyes 
to the truth of his real state. It would 
be far better for many if they had some 
such experience. It is to be feared 
that many come into the Church with- 


out any real sense of their sinful lives 


who never 


und hearts, and also without a deep 
desire to flee the wrath to come. It is 
probable that many professors of reli- 
gion do not believe that there is any 
wrath to come. Much of the teaching 
of the Christian pulpit of the day tends 
to comfort men in their sins. It causes 
them to believe that sin is not a very 
serious thing, that conversion is not 
absolutely necessary. ; 

It is the fashion among some Chris- 
tians to think that painful experiences 
of conviction are. felt only by weak, 
ignorant and superstitious persons. But 
this is not the case. Augustine was 
not weak or ignorant. 
and a philosopher, a man of powerful 
intellect. Jonathan Edwards was neither 
William 


John 


He wasa scholar 


a weak nor ignorant man. 
Wilberforce was not a weak man. 
Bunyan was not educated in the ordi- 
nary sense of that term, but he was a 
man of remarkable talents and extra- 
All 


ordinary good sense. these men 
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experienced the deepest anguish of soul 


on account of sin. They felt as though 


their sins had plunged them into a 
bottomless abyss of misery. Daniel 
Webster was not a weak man. Ameri- 


eans delight to honor him as a man of 
rare intellectual powers and statesman- 
Lt 


like grasp of thought. is well 


known that he was not a real Christian 


in his life. When asked what was the 
greatest thought he had ever had, he 
replied, ‘‘In my opinion the greatest 
thought that ever entered a human 
mind. is man’s personal accountability 
to God.’ It is said that Mr. Webster, 
on his dying bed, repeated the whole of 
that penitential hymn of Isaac Watts 
which is sung in nearly all the churches: 


Show pity, Lord; O Lord, forgive ! 
Let a repenting rebel live; 

Are not Thy mercies large and free ? 
May nota sinner trust in Thee? 


My crimes are great, but don’t surpass 
The power and glory of Thy grace; 
Great God, Thy nature hath no bound, 
So let Thy pardoning love be found. 


O wash my soul from every sin, 

And make my guilty conscience clean ; 
Here on my heart the burden lies, 

And past offences pain mine eyes. 


My lips with shame my sins confess 
Against Thy law, against Thy grace;

Kelley, editor of the Methodist Review, 
Dr. J. F. Goucher, president and pro- 
prietor of the Woman's College in Bal- 
timore; Dr. James W. Bashford, pres- 
ident of the Ohio Wesleyan University;

It was touching to find that Hiram 
Abiff, the widow’s son, is still interested 
in the things of earth, both within and 
without one of the most influential or- 
ganizations on the round globe. That 
“Spirit Abiff and Spirit Brooks” should 
hover round the form of Mrs. N. J. 
Willis with such regularity and certainty 
of action that they could be announced 
to dispossess her and speak for them- 
selves at a given time, is a marvelous 
demonstration of the affinity that not 
only she but Boston has for the most 
diverse characters. As for the Mrs. 
Goff case, there is nothing remarkable 
about it. If it is to be done at all, it is 
well that it should be done in ‘‘fall 
form;’’ the simple mystery-mongers 
will swallow and follow it better so. 
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Bub absurd as this spiritual twaddle 
and material juggle is, it is dignified in 
comparison with the ‘‘copyrighted”’ 
‘subjects and sermons’’ that undertake 
to show that ‘‘sin, disease and death”’ 
are not ‘‘real.”’ 

There is one thing that the Rev. Mary 
Baker Glover, ete., Eddy has beyond 
question originated, and that is, a hum- 
bug that has only two objective realities, 
the total destitution of reason and the 
power to draw unlimited contributions 
from the victims it has created. 

The evangelical ministry is not desti- 
tute of pulpit Barnums, though some of 
the wildest have departed for other fields. 
One of -them advertises in the same 
paper to: preach on the Sunday after the 
Congregational Council adjourned, on 
“The Admiral and the Coal Stoker,’’ 
and then advertises his tremendous suc- 
cess thus: ‘‘In spite of the presence of 
the many attractive preachers in Boston 
last Sunday from out of town, the 
morning congregation was double in 
size, and in the evening treble.’”’ 

This advertiser was neither a Meth- 
odist, an Episcopalian, a Congregation- 
alist, nor a Unitarian.. But if his 
morning congregation doubled and the 
evening trebled, what a slim attendance 
he must have had before ! 





Amone the notable utterances of 
Phillips Brooks, that are worthy to be 
repeated over and over until earnest 
thought is awakened and life becomes 
squared to the law of God, are the fol- 
lowing addressed to Christian Business 
Men: 

Men are asking everywhere this ques- 
tion: ‘Is it possible for a man to be 
engaged in the activities of oar modern 
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life and yet be a Christian? Is it pos- 
sible for a man to be a broker, a shop- 
keeper, a lawyer, a mechanic—is it 
possible for a man to be engaged in a 
business of today and yet love his God 
and his fellow-man as himself?” 

I do not know what transformations 
these businesses of yours have got to 
undergo before they shall be trae, and 


ideal homes for the child of God; but I> 


do know that upon Christian merchants 
and Christian brokers and. Christian 
lawyers and Christian men in business 
today there rests an awful and a beauti- 
ful responsibility to prove, if you can 
prove it, that these things are capable 
of being made divine; to prove that a 
man can do the work which you have 
been doing, this morning, and will do 
this afternoon, and yet shall love his 
God and his fellow-man as himself. If 
he cannot, what business has he in doing 
it? If he can, what business has he to 
be doing his workso poorly, so earnally, 
so unspiritually, that men look on it 
and shake their heads with doubt ? 

It belongs to Christian men first to 
prove that man may be a Christian and 
yet do business; and, in the second 
place to show how a man, as he becomes 
a greater Christian, shall purify and 
lift the business he does, and make it 
the worthy occupation of the Son of 
God.” 





No higher praise can be given to any 
life than this—‘‘He lived up to his op- 
portunities. ’’ This is success ; nothing 
else is success.

‘There are three objections to Mr, 
Roberts’s admission to the House of 
Representatives: (1) that he has ren- 
dered himself legally ineligible to office 
under the United States by his violation 
of the law of 1882 [forbidding bigamy ], 
and that ineligibility has not been re- 
moved by the subsequent amnesty be- 
cause he has not complied with its con- 
ditions. (2) He has again rendered 
himself ineligible by living in polyga- 
mous relations subsequent to the am- 
nesty and prior to the admission of the 
State. (8) He is now living in open 
violation of the statutes of the State 
which he claims to represent—statutes 
passed to carry into effect a clause in 
the constitution which was made a con- 
dition precedent to the admission of 
Utah as a State. - In view of these facts, 
it seems to us clear that, under the 
Constitution, the responsibility for de- 
termining whether Mr. Roberts is eligi- 
ble to represent his State rests with 
Congress, and that it can not avoid that 
responsibility ; that it hasa clear moral 
duty, in fhe exercise of its constitutional 
powers, to refuse bim admission; and 
that it is even doubtful whether it has 
the legal, and certain it has not the 
moral, right to overrule an act of 
Congress, adopted by both Houses and 
approved by the President, as it will 
have to do if it admits to a seat a con- 
victed criminal still continuing in the 
perpetration of a crime which Congress 
by solemn act has declared mukes him 
ineligible to any office in the United 
States.’’

By the very decifive vote of 268 to 
50 the House of Representatives at 
Washington denied the right of Utah’s 
representative-elect to a seat in that 
body. To those familiar with the genius 
of American institutionsand the temper 
of the American people, no other result 
has been expected. The representatives 
of the people have risen above party 
and partisanship, above sect and secta- 
rianism to declare with practical una- 
nimity that no defiant law-breaker or 
destroyer of the American home shall 
ever sit to legislate for the American 
people. A new election to fill the va- 
cancy must be immediately called by 
the Governor. Utah has been deprived 
of representation in the lower House 
thus far, the special election will be 
a large expense to the State, and much 
bitterness has been engendered.

Let 
us now all unite together to make of 
Utah what it must be if it is to remain 
a part of this Union, a typical American

Experience 
overwhelmingly demonstrates that to 
neglect these precautions is to invite 
the spread of disease and to put in 
jeopardy the lives of the people.  In- 
creased knowledge of the character of 
the plagues that have swept away whole 
communities, and of the conditions fa- 
vorable to their spread, has resulted in 
legislation that has largely decreased 
their With 
reference to vaccination and small pox 


virulence and violence. 
‘it is well to consider the report of the 
Connecticut State Board of Health for 
1899. ‘During that year there were 
only three cases of small pox in the 
State, and one of these was a patient 
who came to Stamford from New York 
after assisting ona case in that city. 
The secretary attributes this splendid 
showing to the thorough manner in 
which vaccination has been performed 
in the public schools, and to the legis- 
lation which permits the exclusion of 
unvaccinated pupils from the schools.’’ 
It is in the interests of public safety 
that Boards of Health have been con- 
stituted in every community and have 
been entrusted with certain powers of 
supervision and control. It is easily to 
be seen how difficult their task is made 
by the presence in any community of 
a considerable number of religionists

nity as well, It may be that it is no 
man’s business what form of religious 
faith his neighbors practice, but it is 
certainly every man’s business when it 
comes to opposition to or disregard of 
those precautions that have been demon- 
strated to be absolutely necessary to 
public safety. If my neighbor has 
small pox and is so blinded by his reli- 
gious theories that he denies the fact, 
and trasting to his denial insists upon 
forcing himself into the society of others 
I have the right to demand that his 
liberty shall be restrained. This right 
of coercion also exists when an epidemic 
is threatened, and the community thus 
threatened has the right to demand that 
precautionary measures shall be adopted 
whether it interferes with religious 
ideas or not.

Is there no power of disillusion in the 
long list of agonizing and unnecessary 
deaths that is being rolled up by anti- 
medicine faith healers and mind curers? 

Says the Christian Aduwocate: Scarce 
a@ paper appears without some new case. 
It quotes from one paper last week 
which reported several cases in point. 

In lowa a Christian Science healer 
and the mother of a young woman 


named Ethel Yates, have been indicted 
by the grand jury.

appendicitis while the healer was pray- 
ing over her. 

In Boston last week, a lady from 
Plymouth, Mass., attended a lecture on 
Christian Science at Tremont Temple,_ 
and the same afternoon went to the 
station to take the 6 o’clock train for 
Plymouth, boarded what she thought 
was the right train, bat when it was 
half way out of the station found it was 
the wrong train and jumped off the car. 
She was dragged along by the train and 
had her foot badly injured, An emer- 
gency hospital ambulance was sent for. 
She refused to allow the surgeon to 
touch her, except to bind up the wounded 
foot. She demanded to be taken to the 
home of the woman (Mrs. Goodall) who 
had delivered the lecture, to be cured 
by her processes; but on reaching Mrs. 
Goodall’s house the lecturer said she 
could do nothing for a person suffering 
from such an accident, and finally got 
Mrs. Carleton’s consent to go to a 
hospital. There her foot was found to 
be in such a terrible condition that it 
was amputated at the ankle. 


All that the victims of these supersti- 
tions have is the strength of nature, 
concentrated by faith and encourage 
ment. That God will help them in 
answer to prayer when they throw away 
the means which His providence has 
placed in their hands, is by no means 
as likely as when, in the use of those 
means, they humbly depend upon His 
promises. 

Mr. Moody had the sense to set his 
face against such follies, and now some 
of the people are saying that if he had 
not had medical treatment, but had 
trusted alone in the Lord, he would be 
alive. They are the worst sort of in- 
consistent cranks, because if they had 
an atom of common sense, they ought 
to maintain that they themselves will 
never die, but be translated. There is 
little use in trying to open their eyes. 
For either in science, religion, or finance, 
when a person adopts a principle which 
contradicts reason, philosophy, and the 
laws of nature, and then, if it happens 
to touch the subject of religion, distorts 
every passage of Scripture to make it 
agree with his irrational theory, he can 
believe anything. There are inthis city 
well-known men who have all the signs 
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of disease and look as though they had 
come out of their graves to transact 
some unfinished business and could not 
find their way back, who yet declare 
that they are cured. We have seen 
unrestored cripples that have attended 
faith-cure meetings for years, listening 
to the declaration that the one thing 
necessary to save them is faith, declar- 
ing that they haveit. One such we saw 
helped out of a Simpson meeting, and 
when we asked the usher who did it , 
how he explained the inconsistency, he ~ 
said that that was one of the mysteries 
that he could not explain. 

Religion, common sense, and experi- 
ence are all united in one sentence, the 
author of which is unknown to us: THE 
STRONGEST CONFIDENCE IN THE PROTEC- 
TION AND FAVOR OF GoD DOES NOT PRE- 
CLUDE THE USE OF ANY OF THE MEANS 
OF SELF-PRESERVATION AND DEFENSE 
wHicH HIS PROVIDENCE HAS PUT IN 
OUR POWER. 





Tne only final comfort is God; and 
he relieves the soul always in its suffer- 
ing, not from its suffering—nay, he re- 
lieves the soul by his suffering, by the 
new knowledge and possession of him- 
self which could only come through that 
atmosphere of pain.—Phdlips Brooks.

The question still re- 
mains to be demonstrated—would such 
a paper in the long run prove a paying 
enterprise? We believe that it would 
if sufficient capital of money and of 
brains were back of it, but our belief 
is not demonstration, and the fact could 
be proven only by an experiment that 
should cover a period of years and aim 
at permanency. There already 
many excellent daily papers published 
that are morally clean and practically 
Christian; that stand for high ideals, 
the sanctity of the home, honesty in 
business, civic righteousness and a clean 
literature; that are ready to advocate 
every righteous cause and to condemn

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I HAVE recently seen new beauty, ap- 
propriateness and force in the prayer of 
Paul for the Ephesian Christians as 
given in Ephesians 1: 17-23. 

“That the God of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, the Father of Glory.” This 
prayer is addressed to the God to whom 
Jesus prayed, not once only but often ; 
who was the source of His strength, 
comfort and inspiration during His 
earthly life; to whom He prayed on 
behalf of his disciples, and who was to 
give the Comforter, which is the Holy 
Spirit, to all believers that would ask ; 
the God of John 8: 16 and of Luke 
ets eho : 

‘‘May give unto you the spirit of 
wisdom and revelation in the knowledge 
of Him.’’ What do we need more than 
that spirit of wisdom that is able to 
discern spiritual truths, and that spirit 
of revelation that is able to see God? 
This spirit comes through increased 
knowledge of Jesus. How small com- 
paratively is our knowledge of Christ 
when we first accept Him as our Saviour 


put how that knowledge grows as we 


follow Him. How intimate that knowl- 
edge may become after the act of open- 
ing the doors of our hearts to Him and 
receiving Him as an abiding guest. We 
are to grow in grace and in the knowl- 
edge of our Lord and Saviour Jesus 
Christ. All of knowledge is gained by 
a series of processes and of acts. We 
study a problem in mathematics, we 
begin to see the solution, suddenly it all 
becomes clear, we say ‘‘I have it!’’ It 
has become owrs. We appropriate it, 
pack it away in our mental experiences 
and pass on to the study of a more ad- 
vanced phase of mathematical truth. 


So in our growth in the knowledge of 





Christ. We learn to see Him as ‘‘the 
propitiation for our sins,” we accept Him 
as such and pass on. We see Him as 
offering to cleanse our hearts prepara- 
tory to his taking up His abode there. 
We accept Him in this office, and re- 
ceive Him as our heart’s guest. So as 
we grow in knowledge of Him he be- 
comes more and more to us as we accept 
every new revelation of the Spirit that 
testifies of Him. We learn by process 
of study and by submission to the leader- 
ship of the Spirit that ‘guides into all 
truth,’’ and as we learn we accept and 
appropriate by successive acts of faith. 
This what is meant by ‘‘walking in the 
light as He is in the light”—not stand- 
ing but walking—a constant progression. 

‘‘The eyes of your understanding be- 
ing enlightened that ye may know what 
is the hope of his calling and what the 
riches of the glory of his inheritance in 
the saints.”” When our eyes are en- 
lightened we see the abundant ‘‘riches 
of the inheritance’’ that belongs to us. 
There is no need for Christians to feel 
poverty-stricken in the spiritual life, 
The trouble is with so many that they 
have not had the ‘‘eyes of their under- 
He satisfieth

standing enlightened.”’ 
the hungry soul. 
every emergency and supply for every 
need. A friend said to me this week, 
‘*Yes, I believe there is a greater full- 
ness of the Christian life for us if we 
were only willing to receive it.’’ Do 
we look at the treasures of God as 
doubtful blessings that we would prefer 
to do without? There is something 
wrong with the love, faith and loyalty 
of the one who would, for any reason, 
prefer to reject the supply and equip- 
ment that the Master offers. For years, 
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the trouble with me was that the ‘‘eyes 
of my understanding were not yet en- 
lightened,” I was blinded by prejudice 
and did not see my privilege in Christ 
Jesus. Ithank God, however, that this 
prayer was answered in my behalf, and 
that 1 have had a blessed realization of 
‘the exceeding greatness of His power 
toward us who believe, even the mighty 
power which He wrought in Christ 
when He raised Him from the dead.’’

Tue following extract is from last 
Monday’s issue of the Salt Lake Herald: 

‘‘At the First Methodist Church yes- 
terday morning, Rev. A. H. Henry 
preached on the subject of the late dis- 
His sermon in sub- 
stance was as follows: 

‘In saying what I have planned to say 
concerning the terrible tragedy at Sco- 
field, I shall make no effort except to 
put before you clearly certain of the 
facts preliminary to making an appeal 
for yourhelp. Together with Rev. E.G. 
Fowler, State Missionary of the Amer- 
ican Sunday School Union, I went to 
Scofield to do what was possible to re- 
lieve the distress and bring comfort to 
the bereaved. We found the condition 
of affairs appalling in the extreme— 
destitution, horror and misery unspeak- 
able every where—from one to four or 
five coffins at almost every doorstep, 
grief and apprehension in every face. 
Some of the scenes were simply heart- 
rending. 

One strong man who piloted us about 
at first said, ‘‘I can stand it to go among 
the dead here in the chapel and at the 
school house where they literally cover 
the floor, but I have learned to run 
when I see a woman with her baby.” 

You have doubtless read in the papers 


full and graphic descriptions of the 
tragic scenes that every where abounded, 
but it was in the homes where we began 
to feel the real extent of the disaster. 
Hollow-eyed, pale-faced women gath- 
ering their orphaned children about 
them and staring blankly into the future 
with no knowledge of where their sup- 
port must come from and with but the 
vaguest trust in God. 

Let it be said to the credit of the 
Pleasant Valley Coal company and its 
agents on the ground, that relief was 
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most generously offered without stint 
and on the first intimation of need. The 
men at the company’s store were eager- 
ly on the alert to afford every assistance 
and help possible. They have proved 
that corporations have souls and will 
without question do all that justice and 
mercy demand. 

The speaker referred to the benevo- 
lent action of the women who came 
with the floral committee, and who went 
about from house to house speaking 
words of comfort and leaving a $5 gold 
piece at each place visited. As he des- 
cribed the scenes of pathos that he had 
witnessed, not a dry eye wasin the house. 

The pastor requested that the money 
to be contributed by the First M. E. 
Church be used to send a representative 
of the gospel of Christ among that peo- 
ple to hold religious services, visit the 
people and lay the foundation for a 
permanent work along evangelistic lines, 
although those who desired to give for 
the relief of physical needs were wel- 
come to do so. When the collection 
was taken it was found that the generous 
sum of $136.63 had been contributed. ” 

Generous collections were also’ taken 
up in many of the other churches, al- 
though some thought best to postpone 
their offering for another week on ac- 
count of the rain and to give longer 
notice. There is every prospect of the 
relief fund reaching a total of at least 
$100,000, but every dollar of it will be 
needed. ‘It has been decided to estab- 
lish a permanent work at Scofield and 
at Thistle under the auspices of the 
American Sunday School Union, and 
Mr, T. J. Strawbridge has volunteered 
to take charge in connection with the 
work being carried on at Price, Helper 
and Castle Gate under tbe Missionary 
Society of the M. E. Church.

A Lay Delegate. 

Richard Yates, a lay delegate to the 
General Conference from Illinois con- 
ference, was nominated for governor of 
that State by the Republican convention 
held at Peoria, Ill. Forty years ago 
the same date Mr. Yates’ father was 
nominated for governor by the Repub- 
lican convention and became the war 
governor. Upon his nomination last 
week Mr. Yates made a speech appro- 
priate to the occasion, in which after 
telling the audience why he wanted to 
be elected governor, his voice suddenly 
weakened and his eyes filled with tears.

‘‘T want among other things, to take 
my old mother back with me to the 
governor’s mansion in Springfield, where 
she presided forty years ago.’’

‘(Dick Yates’’ is intensely loyal to 
his mother. Her home is not in his 
house, but itis near by, and when in 
Jacksonville never a day passes but he 
goes to see her. In Jacksonville every 
man, woman and child knows ‘‘Dick”’ 
Yates. His habits and characteristics 
are in some respects singular. While 
he is a man of reserve and dignity, yet 





he is in perfect accord with the poorer 
people of the town in which he resides. 
Everybody feels perfectly free to go to 
Dick Yates and tell him his or her 
troubles. He shares their joys and their 
sorrows. He is an active member of 
Grace Methodist Episcopal Church in 
Jacksonville. He was for a long time 
superintendent of the Sunday-school of 
that church and when not superintendent 
he taught a Bible cass.—WVorthwestern 
Christian Advocate.

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Rotted off by Beer. 

This is not a temperance treatise, but 
it has a bit of fact in it that the total 
abstainer may show to the beer drinker 
whenever occasion offers, says the New 
York Mail and Lupress: 

“The attention of the New York 
hospital surgeons has been called to the 


big number of bartenders that have lost 
several fingers of both hands within-the 
past few years, The first case was that 
of an employee of a Bowery concert 
hall. Three of the fingers of bis right 
hand and two of his left were rotted 
away when he called at Bellevue one 
day and begged the doctors to explain 
the reason. He said that his duty was 
to draw beer for the thousands who vis- 
ited the gardens nightly. The man was 
in perfect health otherwise, and it took 
the young doctors quite a time to arrive 
at any conclusion. But they did finally, 
and it nearly took the beerman’s breath 
away when they did. 

‘‘Your fingers have been rotted off,” 
they said, ‘‘by the beer which you 
have handled. ’’ 

Other cases of a similar nature came 
rapidly after this one, and today the 
physicians estimate that there is an 
army of employes of saloons whose 
fingers are being ruined by the same 
cause. The acid and resin in beer are 
said to be responsible. 

The head bartender of a well-known 
down-town saloon says he knows a 
number of cases where beer-drawers 
have, in addition to losing several fingers 
of both hands, lost the use of both 
members. 

‘¢Beer will rot iron, I believe,’’ he 
added. <‘‘I know, and every bartender 
knows, that it is impossible to keep a 
a good pair of shoes behind the bar. 
Beer will rot leather as rapidly almost 
as acid will eat into irons If I were a 
temperance orator, I’d ask what must 
beer do to men’s stomachs-if, it eats 
away men’s fingers and their shoe leath- 
er? I’m bere to sell it, but I won't 
drink it—not much.’’

Fourth of July Casualties. 


The Fourth of July is as fatal to life 
and limb as a battle. Statistics col- 
lected by the Chicago Zribune from 
several hundred cities show that in cele- 
brating the nation’s birthday, last week, 
fifty-nine persons lost their lives and 
2,767 were injured. ‘This is a greater 
loss than occurred in some of the famous 
battles of American history. Of the 
aggregate number of accidents 876 were 
due to fire-crackers, 121 to sky-rockets, 
336 to cannon, 233 to fire-arms, 585 to 
gunpowder, 164 to runaways, and 459 
to toy pistols. 

If such loss of life and injury to limb 
should take place in a single battle, the 
nation would be aroused, but Americans 
read these figures of Fourth of July 
accidents with less emotion than they 
read the report of a bicycle race, or a 
football game, or a boat race, or a base-

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Bishop CHartes Henry Fow er, 
De De Bie?) twas sborn<in Burford; 
Ontario, Canada, August 11, 1837. His 
father, Horatio Fowler, was born in 
Troy, N.Y., of English-Scotch ancestry, 
traceable to an old chief of the eighth 
century. His mother, Harriet Ryan, 
was born in Vermont, daughter of Henry 
Ryany-aman-of great intellectual: powers 
and phenomenal physical strength, who 
for thirty years was Presiding Hlder 
and planted Methodism in Vermont 
and in the wilds of Canada. 

Young Fowler, having the metal of 
his grandfather, made his way with little 
aid through both college and a theo- 
logical school, living part of the time on 
but a few cents a week, walking across 
the country carrying his valise on his 


_back to save stage fare, and, during the 


summer vacations, working as a farm 
band. 

He was an accomplished swimmer, 
and, while a student at Garrett Biblical 
Institute, performed heroic feats in 
rescuing passengers from tbe wreck of 
the Lady Elgin. ,As a student, he was 
especially able as a mathematician and 
orator. In his post-graduate course he 
was distinguished in Greek, and was 
recognized as the best authority in the 
institution in the use of the particles in 
the New Testament Greek. In 1859 he 
was graduated as valedictorian from the 
Genessee college, now Syracuse Uni- 
versity, and in 1861 from the Garrett 
Biblical Institute. The latter institu- 
tion conferred upon him the degree of 
D.D., the first that it had conferred 
upon any one. He subsequently re- 
ceived the degree of LL.D. from Syra- 
cuse University, and also from the 
Wesleyan University, 


SALT LAKE CITY, UTAH, AUGUST 11, 1900. 
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In 1858 he commenced the study of 
law in Chicago, but before being ad- 
mitted to the bar he yielded to the con- 
victions of his early years and gave him- 
self to the ministry. His pastorate was 
in Chicago, where he spent in all eleven 
years in the service of the principal 
churches there, during which period 
occurred the most extensive“and most 
thorough revival ever witnessed in the 
city. Having the largest auditorium in 
the city, except Bryan Hall, he had vast 
From 1872 to 1876 he 
was president of the Northwestern Uni- 
versity. During his wise and vigorous 
administration the number of students 
in all departments very greatly ad- 


congregations. 


vanced and the University received dis- 
In 1872 he 
was sent to the General Conference, 
and also in 1876, 1880 and 1884, lead- 
ing the delegation twice. 

-In 1874 he was sent to the General 
Conference of the M. E. Church South 
as a fraternal delegate. During the 
week succeeding the great Chicago fire, 
he put through the Rock River Confer- 
ence the plan that pooled the interests 
of all the burned churches and arranged 
to have these represented upon the fol- 
lowing Sabbath in every principal city 
of the United States. He himself visit- 
ed Philadelphia and secured for the 
demolished churches over $40,000. In 
1876 he was appointed by the Governor 
of Illinois to deliver the oration on that 
state at the Centennial in Philadelphia. 
In the same year the General Conference 
elected him to the editorship of the 
New York Christian Ad vocate, the 
most important periodical of the church. 


tinction and public favor. 


ln this capacity his sagacity, courage 
and eloquence as a thinker and writer 
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were conspicuous, and soon brought 
the circulation of this journal to the 
highest figure of its history. 

In 1880 when the declining interests 
of the missionary cause demanded the 
most effective ability in the church, Dr. 
Fowler was elected General Missionary 
Secretary. 

In May, 1884, he was elected Bishop 
by the General Conference in Philadel- 
phia. He was consecrated and ordained 
Bishop by Bishop Simpson, this being 
the last official act of that eminent di- 
vine. The new Bishop resided eight 
years on the Pacific coast. In 1885 he 
sailed from New York to South Amer- 
ica. He was the first Protestant Bishop 
to visit Paraguay, where he planted a 
mission with church and school. He 
established other missions at the foot of 
the Andes, also in the lower provinces 
of Brazil, and also down on the border 
of Patagonia. 
the products, resources, and social con- 
ditions of South America, appearing in 
the secular and religious press, were 
widely read and highly commended. 


Upon his return to the United States 
in 1886, he resumed his work in the 
far west. In July, 1888, he sailed for 
Japan, Corea, China, and a tour of 
visitations to the missions around the 
world. His visit to Japan changed the 
entire character of the work of the mis- 
sions there. At Pekin he organized the 
Pekin University, and in Central China, 
the Nankin University. He appointed 
the faculty, and authorized the chan- 


Hlis many articles on 


cellor to purchase land in the city of 
Nankin for asite, promising to see that 
the funds were forthcoming. The 
Fowler College of Theology in this 
group is named in recognition of his 
services. So earnestly had he advocated 
the interests of China that politicians in 
California called him ‘‘Mr. Ah Fowler,” 
but the church in many places calls him 
the ‘Apostle of China.” He also visited 





the Methodist mission in Europe and 
the mission in Hammerfest, in the 
Arctic Circle, the most northerly city 
of the globe. 

At St. Petersburg, Russia, in his 
private room in the hotel d’Angleterre, 
with his wife, son, the preacher to be 
appointed pastor, and the Presiding 
Elder of Finland, he organized the first 
Methodist Episcopal Church of St. 
Petersburg. By his prudence and 
knowledge of Russian treaties, he avoid- 
ed conflict with the Russian police and 
secured their protection under the law. 

In California and the Pacific coast, 
Bishop Fowler was for eight years 
identified with nearly every church en- 
terprise. Through his guidance the 
church facilities in San Francisco, es- 
pecially, were improved, though there 
is hardly a principal city in the country 
that has not felt the vigor and wisdom 
He established 
the Maclay College of Theology in 
Southern California, and 
endowment of $150,000. He consoli- 
dated the schools in Nebraska, and 
founded the Wesleyan University of 
that State in Lincoln. 

He transferred the work of Method- 
ism in Italy from Florence to Rome, 
and there ordained a Methodist Insti- 
tute. His administration as a Bishop 
has been conspicuous for its vigor,

The 
words of Jesus come to us with new 
significance: ‘Ye can discern the face 
of the sky; how is it that ye do not 
discern the signs of the times?’? What 
history the closing years of the century 
shall write none dare with presumptuous 
confidence prophesy. 

The great Commander of the spirit- 
ual forces in earth and heaven does not 
reveal His secret counsels. But He 
commands His servants to ‘‘watch,” 
and those who do see beyond the dust 
of conflict the strong, victorious tread 
of the coming King.

A Precious Manuseript. 

The Milton book at Trinity is con- 
sidered the most precious manuscript of 
English literature in the world. Kd- 
mund Gosse, in an article in The At- 
lantic, says that nothing of Shakes- 
peare’s work remains in his own hand- 
writing ; nothing important, so far as 
we know, of Chaucer’s or or of Spen- 
ser’s. Of later poets, indeed, we pos- 
sess manuscripts of more or less value 
and interest. But in no other case, 
ancient or modern, has it been our priv- 
ilege to examine the sheets in which, 
through several years of the highest 
creative intensity, a great poet has left 
on record the very movement of his 
mind and the hesitations and selections 
of his art in the act of its production, 
When that poet is Milton, the most 
splendid artist in verse whom the Eng- 
lish race has produced, the importance 
of the document stands revealed beyond 
any need of emphasis or insistence. 
Now, in the Trinity manuscript, every- 
thing is unquestionably in the hand- 
writing of Milton, except some of the 
sonnets, which have evidently been 
copied by successive amanuenses.

Success is not accidental. For it, 
there are reasons noticeable and marked. 
The familiarity of these reasons may 
dim their worth. The church is now 
seeking, in all ways, to interest and 
render available the younger element. 

-These classes have not always the time 
nor taste to hunt out the beginning facts 
relating to our church work. We will 
just hint at three or four items in 
Methodist history, to refresh cur own 
minds and encourage others. 

In every great juncture a leader has 
come to public view. This law has 
often astonished nations, local commu- 
nities and the leaders themselves. This 
has been true from the times of our 
Lord until now. 

John Wesley was not an exception. 
A great juncture made him pronounced 
in conviction and heroic in action. Yet 
he was great in character, fitness, mental 
makeup, blood and spiritual convictions. 
A principle has to be incarnated. 

The wish for freedom was ever so old 
before Sumner, or Philips, or John 

~ Brown gave it hands for defence, or a 
place in politics. John Wesley was a 
scholar and found the marrow of facts. 
He was profound, but he was pious as 
well. He wasa born leader. With a 
hundred years behind us, unmatched in 
all that makesa church real and abiding, 
we have occasion for gratitude to Al- 
mighty God, that He gave as a founder 
and leader for Methodism a man so well 
born, with taste for study, with scholar- 
ship that was available, with piety in 
practice and theories of it that he put 
into books, with power to judge of and 
manage men, and ability to forecast for

On great social questions our church 
has always had convictions and a voice. 
She has given her deliverances, pro- 
nounced and unequivocal, on issues that 
touched the habits of her people and 
took her right to speak on politics when 
and where she would. ‘Temperance is 
no new theme to Methodism. A quarter 
of a century before any were born who 
shall read this page, this question was 
put into the Methodist minutes by John 
Wesley, ‘Should our friends be per- 
mitted to make spirituous liquors, sell 
or drink them indrams?’’ And it was 
promptly answered, ‘‘By no means; we 
think it wrong in its nature and conse- 
quences, and desire all our preachers to 
teach the people by precept and exam- 
ple to put away this evil.”? That was 


a fair utterance at the start. Good 
enough ! Methodism has never gone 
back on public questions. From John 


Wesley to John Wooley, the line of 
the temperance heroes has never been 
broken, but they have lighted fires on 
the hill-tops and have bidden the people 
come up out of the dark valley of pub- 
lic opinion, 

Great events demand recognition. 
Projects that are worthy and successful 
have the right to be remembered, which 
neither a hurrying nor a better age can 
becomingly ignore. 

Hence, to watch growth in matter 
and men, in condition and in character, 
in society and in surroundings, in a na- 
tion and in a denomination, hoes in it mo- 
tives that provoke to gratitude, to re- 
newed consecration and to better sacri- 
fice.

Praying Bands and Evangelistic Work 
BY BISHOP THOBURN, 


Those who are old enough to remem- 
ber the great revival of 1857 will recall 
to mind that the most distinctive feature 
of the movement was the prominence 
given to prayer, as a means of awaken- 
ing a deep spiritual interest in a com- 
munity, as wellas of directing inquirers 
to Christ asa personal Saviour. The 

movement began ina layman’s prayer 
meeting in New York, and from that 
“point it spread rapidly through the 
cs and to many cities and towns 
throughout the country, but its most 
~ marked manifestations were in the East 
rather than in the West. Many phases 
_ of that wonderful revival are worthy of

Deep conviction of sin and 
clear cases of conversion were soon re- 
ported on every side, and all the marks 
of a genuine work of God became so 
apparent that doubters and gainsayers 
for the most part became silent. _ The 
work could not be confined within 
church walls, but spread in all direc- 
tions, and the Gospel was literally pro- 
claimed by the highways and hedges of 
our modern society. A noted pugilist, 
as well known then as Corbett or Fitz- 
simmons is now, was converted, under 
the faithful exhortation of a friend, 
while driving in a buggy along the 
highway. 

As always happens in a genuine re- 
vival movement, the Holy Spirit be- 
stows gifts upon those engaged in the 
work in order to qualify them for effect- 
ive service. These gifts differ in our 
day, as they did in New Testament 
times. Some are anointed to preach 
and others to exhort, some to pray and 
others to sing; some to awaken and 
others to persuade, while other peculiar 
gifts are so distributed that no one in 
the whole number of a given company 
of Christian disciples is left without 
ability to perform some distinct service 
for the Master. ‘The preacher has by 
no means a monopoly of spiritual gifts, 
and it is one of the most fatal mistakes 
of the present day that the churches 
generally assume that the man in the 
pulpit is the only person in a given 
congregation who has been anointed for 
service. Among all these gifts that of 
exhortation occupies a conspicuous place: 
The exhorter is the younger brother of 
Barnabas, the ‘‘son of 
exhortation,’’ was the great forerunner 
of a mighty host of lay preachers who 
have done splendid service in past years,

needed today. In the early days of 

Methodism the exhorter—often known

under the title of local preacher-—was 
a prominent character in the church, 
and as late as fifty years ago it was 
extremely common to see the preacher, 
in times of revival, take an exhorter 
with him into the pulpit. 
Is not the present emergency one 
which calls for the or ganization of pray- 
ing bands after the manner of those 
noted above? In every city a number 
of such companies of anointed laymen, 
carefully selected and richly endowed 
with the gifts which make such service 
effective, should be enlisted and em- 


ployed in rousing the churches and 


reaching the countless multitudes who ~ 


are outside of all churches. In smaller 
towns and in the country such bands 
could be made even more effective. 
For the first time in our history it is 
becoming a subject of grave lament that 
no part of our country is so neglected 
as large sections of what are called the 
country districts.

In 
reverent modern Biblical criticism is 
found the strongest man-made bulwark 
of .our faith. lt should be encouraged 
by every devout person.”’

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The Latest Liquor Conspiracy. 

A conspiracy of falsehood has been 
inaugurated in order to lie the army 
canteen back to life. The parties to it 
xre the War department at Washington, 
the daily papers of the great cities— 
backed by the whisky ring and the 
brewers’ trust. The officials of the 
War department chagrined at the pas- 
sage of the law excluding liquor from 
the canteens at the army posts, imme- 
diately started a movement to secure 
an early repeal of the measure. The 
first step was to close the canteens 
under the pretence that they could not 
be supported with the liquor feature 
removed. The next scheme was to 
deceive the country into the belief that 
drunkenness and all kinds of disorder 
followed the closing of the government 
liquor saloons, because the: soldiers 
were thereby driven to outside resorts. 
So it was arranged that immediately 
after pay-day flaming reports should 
appear in all the daily papers of riots 
and every species of disorder in the 
neighborhood of the army posts. Ac- 


cordingly, from the cities located near 


to forts, there came simultaneous ac- 
counts of the terrible doings of the 
soldiers on the night of pay-day, which 
reports were spread broadcast over the 
country by the Associated Press, and 
commented on everywhere by the sec- 
ular papers as affording conclusive 
proof of the folly of the W. C. T. U. 
and other temperance fanatics in secur- 
ing the abolition of the ‘‘well regulated” 
government liquor shops. 

Foremost in the assault upon the 
‘‘fanatics’? were the Chicago dailies. 
The day after the March pay-day-at 
Fort Sheridan, six Chicago papers,

headlines, ‘*Drunken 
Soldiers Smash in Highwood,’’ ‘Stores 
and Saloons Sacked,’’ ‘Rioters Fight 
with Citizens until Quelled by Two 
Companies of Infantry,”’’ ete. 

They said new saloons had been 
started since the closing of the canteen, 
some said ‘‘several,’’? and the Jnter- 
Ocean. said. ‘‘a dozen.’’ . The fact_is, 
there was not a word of truth in the 
whole report. No new saloons had 
been opened, no disturbances had oc- 
curred, the peaceful village surround- 
ing the fort not having been aware that 
pay-day had come and gone. The 
mayor of the village has under oath 
made the following statement : 


‘‘No disorder took place on March 
8th or any other day in connection with 
the recent pay-day at the fort; martial 
law was not declared; no buildings 
were injured; no shots were fired; no 
special deputies were sworn in; and 
the town was as peaceful as on any 
recent pay-day when beer was sold at 
the canteen.’ 


The village marshal made affidavit to 
the same state of facts. 

Similar reports were sent out from 
other. eities;and=similar~ disproofs are 
at hand, showing clearly a concerted 
scheme to deceive the people of the 
country as to the effect of abolishing 
liquor selling in the post canteens. 

Facts show that since the law went 
into effect many of the men who were 
induced to drink in the canteens, be- 
cause the temptation was continually 
before them, and because the profits of 
the business were made to appear as 
for their benefit, now refrain from the 
habit, and are sending the money for- 


merly spent for liquor to their families,.

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More Canteen Falsehoods, 

The Salt Lake Zribune of Tuesday 
last editorially says: 

Rev. S. B. Dexter of Chicago went 
to Fort Sheridan—the army post near 
Chicago—last pay-day, and saw what 
took place, with the result that he is an 
earnest advocate of the restoration of 
tbe canteen in army posts. It was mis- 
guided zeal on the part of the temper- 
ance people and cowardice on the part 
of Congressmen that caused the canteen 
to be dispensed with. The result is 
just what experienced army officers said 
it would be. Drunkenness in the army 
and the crimes that attend upon drunk- 
enness have vastly increased.”’ 

All of which is untrue. Mr. Dexter, 
whoever he may be, could not have 
been acquainted with the condition of 
things at Fort Sheridan prior to the 
closing of the government saloon, or he 
could not honestly have made the above 
statement, That there is drunkenness 
in the neighborhood of the post on pay- 
day nobody denies, but that it exists in 
a greater degree than formerly is em- 
phatically denied by those who know 


the facts. 


The Chicago dailies of Saturday, May 
11, with the exception of the Pecord- 
Herald, whose report was accurate, 
repeated their ‘‘fakes’’ of March and 
April, with slight variations. The 
Tribune stated that at a certain saloon 
‘cat 8 p. m. there were 200 soldiers in 
front of the bar, all but a few visibly 
intoxicated.’’ At that same hour a 
representative of the Mew Voice was 
present taking notes of everything that 
passed, and he declares that there was 
not then, or at any other time, more 
than forty-five men in the whole place, 
and that there were not two hundred 





soldiers altogether in the eight saloons 
of Highwood. 

The /nter- Ocean said ‘‘that more than 
500 lined up, half of whom were glo- 
riously drunk, and the other half losing 
no time in imitating their comrades.”’ 

These outrageous statements are 
manufactured and sent out to the coun- 
try with the sole purpose of misleading 
public opinion, so as to prepare the way 
for the repeal of the anti-liquor-canteen 
law. 

The real facts are set forth in the 
following from the member of the Vew 
Voice staff who has for a number of 
months been watching the state of af- 
fairs at Fort Sheridan on successive 
pay-days. He says: 

‘‘The third day since the abolition 
of the beer canteen resulted in much 
less drunkenness and dissipation than 
have been observed on similar occa- 
sions during the existence of the can- 
teen. The proportion of soldiers who 
drank up their money at the outside 
resorts was actually remarkably reduced 
from the average on pay-days in can- 
teen times. The numbers going to 
Waukegan and Chicago on ‘‘larks’’ and 
‘‘sprees’’ was strikingly small in com- 
parison with the numbers that swarmed 
there before the canteen was closed. ’’ 


That the Mew Vozce reports are re- 
liable is evidenced by the fact that a 
committee of the Chicago Preachers’ 
meeting who visited Highwood and 
Fort Sheridan, corroborated its state- 
ments and exposed the falsehoods of 
the daily papers. The people who de- 
pend upon the great dailies for infor- 
mation on matters pertaining to the 
liquor traffic have our sincere pity.

He who owns a Methodist Hymnal 
possesses a priceless literary treasure. 
To John Wesley belongs the honor of 
being the founder of Methodism. It 
needed his clear brain, steady hand, 


untiring zeal, “and wonderful executive” 


ability, to accomplish so great a work. 
But to his younger brother belonged 
the task of putting Methodist theology 
into verse so filled with love divine that 
the fire has never ceased to burn on the 
altars of Methodism, and thousands 
have by his hymns been brought into 
the kingdom. We 
Dr. Wales, the leader of . aiiodern 
hymnolosy said he .woetld” Give all “he: 
had ever written to have been the sath 
of Wesley’s ‘‘Wrestling Jacob.’ 
(Meth. Hymnal, 737, 738, 739.) 


“Come, O thou Traveler unknown, 
Whom still I hold, but can not see.” 


Charles Wesley wrote more than 
seven thousand sacred poems, touching 
every possible phase of human and 
Christian experience. 
~ Thesinner, tired of his ways, and 
longing for the Saviour, will instinct- 
ively ery— 

‘Jesus, the sinner’s friend, to thee, 
Lost and undone, for aid I flee; 
Weary of earth, myself, and sin; 
Open thine arms and take me in.”’ 

When the knowledge comes of sins 
forgiven how quickly he exclaims— 


““My God is reconciled, 

His pardoning voice I hear: 
He owns me for his child, 
I can no longer fear.” 


The Christian warrior in the fierce 
conflicts of life, enemies on every hand, 
may well sing— 





‘“‘Equip me for the war, 
And teach my hands to fight.” 
Or— 
‘Jesus, my King. to Thee I bow. 
Enlisted under Thy command; 
Captain of my salvation, thou

Many of Wesley’s hymns are invita-

The infant tongue loves to lisp— 
‘Jesus, lover of my soul.” 
While those who toil and struggle in 
the conflicts of life gladly sing— 


‘‘Let me to Thy bosom fly; 

~ . While the nearer waters roll, 
While the tempest still is high; 
Hide me, O my Saviour hide, 
Till the storm of life is past.” 

And the old saint on the verge of 
eternity takes up the refrain and softly 
murmurs— 

‘Safe into the haven guide, 
O, receive my soul at last.”

Supplementing the report given on 
last Sabbath concerning conditions, etc. 
in the Primary department of our Sab- 
bath School, it is desired to call the at- 
tention of the church members to a 
number of facts which were not set out 
in the report referred to. 

The total membership of the First 
Church at the present time is not far 
from 480. Among the same will be 
found more than one hundred families 
in which both father and mother are 
members of the church, and in addition 
thereto more than 125 
families in which the mother alone is 
a member of the church, making 
a total of more than 225 


there are 


families 
which are represented in the church 


membership. Now from this entire 
number of families we have in the Pri- 
mary department only 46 pupils, and 
these come from 33 families, and yet 
the enrollment is 145, and the average 
attendance nearly 100. It will thus be 
seen tbat out of over 230 Methodist 
families we find but 33 of them repre- 
sented in the Primary department, not- 
withstanding all children under 10 years 
old should be enrolled therein. It would 
seem particularly noticeable that so few 
Methodist families are thus represented. 
Is it possible that from a membership 
of nearly 500, representing more than 
230 families, that there are but 46 
children eligible to the Primary depart- 
ment? If this is not the case, and 
there are a number of children attend- 
ing other schools, or attending no 
school, then it might be said that pa- 
rents are derelict,, but if we have all 
the children from Methodist homes en- 
rolled, the factisall the more surprising. 
It is very gratifying indeed to have 
such a large enrollment of non-Method- 
ist children; none receive a warmer 
welcome, nor are more highly appre- 
ciated, but as an obligation to the 
church as well as to the little ones, we 
should have every Methodist child of 
proper age enrolled as a prompt and 
regular attendant, and as many others 
as possible, to the end that greater good 
may be accomplished.

The Passion Play of Oberammergau. 


One of the most unigue points of 
interest on all the earth’s surface is a 
little village in the Alps, in Bavaria, 
about forty-five miles from the city of 
Munich, known as Oberammergau. 
Here is to be found the now only sur- 
viving home of the famous Passion plays 
that were so popular among the people 
of European countries, especially South 
Germany and Switzerland from the 13th 
to the 16th centuries. The Passion 
Play is now given at intervals of every 
ten vears by the native peasants of 
Oberammergau. Its continued perpet- 
uation in this place is due to a remark- 
able incident which occurred in 1638. 
The Thirty Years War in Europe had 
been brought to a close about that time, 
and, as one of its consequences, a great 
plague spread throughout the land, tak- 
ing off thousands of the inhabitants in 
its destructive course. The people of 
Oberammergau used every means in 
their power to prevent the coming of 
the pestilence to their village, but all in 
vain. ‘The dread disease attacked the 
people with such fury that they soon 
found themselves helpless before it, and 
in despair with all human aid, they 
united in acry to Almighty God, vow- 
ing that if He would stay the ravages 
of the plague in their midst, they would 
give in grateful remembrance every ten 
years a sacred exhibition of the Passion 


of our Lord. That very hour, it is 





said, the plague ceased, and ever since 
the people of Oberammergau, except 
when prevented by the ban of civil 
decree, have remained true to the vow 
taken so many years ago. 

The theme of the Passion Play is the 
old story which has revolutionized the 
world’s history. A writer in the Ep- 
worth Herald on this subject says: 

‘‘The performance does not impress 
the spectator as a mere passing show, 
but speaks of that power which will 
yet uplift and transform this world into 
a true kingdom of heaven, The im- 
pression is not the same as that made 
on the traveler who journeys today 
through Palestine, with all of its deso- 
lation, poverty and religious supersti- 
tion; but our thoughts as we observe 
the play, leap over the chasm of time 
made by the centuries, and we stand 
on the Jordan hills watching the sub- 
limest tragedy of history.”’ 

The Rev. John J. Lewis begins an 
enthusiastic article in one of the maga- 
zines of last year by saying: ‘‘When I 
visited Oberammergau for the first time 
in 1890, my main object was to get 
evidence that the Passion Play should 
never be given; that the sacred charac- 
ters of the Bible should not be person- 
ated before the public by any people, 
least of all by peasants. While I did 
not come really to scoff, I certainly re- 
mained to pray.”’ This is the experi- 
ence of thousands of people who go to 
witness the Passion Play in the same 
spirit. 

The Passion Play is given in Ober- 
ammerguu On an Open-air stage twelve 


\ 
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Sundays in summer every ten years. 
The villagers regard it as a solemn act 


of religious worship and the perform- 
ances are characterized by the greatest 
reverence. The interest and emotion 
of all the people in the little town center 
in the Passion Play. About seven hun- 
dred of them take part every time a 
performance isgiven. Every individual 
must experience the story in his own 
way, and seek to identify himself with 
the role assigned him. More particu- 
larly is this true of the leading actors 
in the drama. In addition to the neces- 
sary physical and mental endowments, 
a blameless life is here regarded as a 
primary requisite. 

There are eighteen acts in the play as 
given, covering the principal scenes in 
Christ’s life while on earth, particular- 
ly those following the triumphal entry 
into Jerusalem. Many of these acts 
are preceded by tableaux giving kin- 
dred scenes from the Old Testament.

He asked that whenever his presence 
should be required he be notified, that 
he was ever ready and willing to answer 
the call of duty in his new field. He 
spoke of the breaking of ties which had 
bound him. so lovingly to his congrega- 
tion in Salt Lake, saying, by the way, 
that it was the lot of the Methodist 
preacher everywhere to be calied away 
to other fields at a time when his heart 
seemed to be enveloped in the love and 
kindness of the people he had come to 
regard as his own.

A great sorrow brings something 
deeper than self-control to a nation; it 
brings a fresh sense of the presence and 
power of God. ‘It is God’s way; His 
will be done,’”? were the words in which 
the dying President, speaking in the 
supreme crisis of his personal life, ex- 
pressed the deepest truth of the awful 
expericnce. Murder is not committed 
by the will of God, and the abhorence 
of assassination which fills the heart of 
the civilized world at this moment must 
be but a faint reflection of the divine 
abhorence of so cruel and brutal a deed. 
Nevertheless, God’s way with the world 
—that of ordering society which per- 
mits men to fashion themselves and 
makes them free agents instead of mak- 
ing them puppets—leaves room and 
time for the fruitage of sin of every 
kind. Such deeds appall and bewilder 
us for the moment, but they do not 
shake our faith, if that faith has any 
depth of foundation. Behind such a 
deed as that which has plunged the 
whole world into mourning there are 
ancient and deep-seated causes which 
suddenly disclose their hidden mischief 
in the noonday of a period of golden 
prosperity upon a man whom no one 
could know without loving. 

As there is a vast accumulation of 
honesty, frugality, temperance, and 
chastity in the world which bas become 
a kind of capitalized character, so there 
is a vast accumulation of wrong-doing 
which, alike in those who practice and 
those who suffer it, has become a kind 
of capitalized moral and mental disease. 
So long as there is sin in the world, so 
long there will be death ; death not only 








of the unrighteous but of the just, the 
good, the pure, and the gentle. Sin 
breeds disease in the man who commits 
it and in the atmosphere in which he 
lives; oppression, cruelty, brutality, 
indifference to the sufferings of others, 
gradually create conditions which dis- 
tort the mindsas they deform the bodies 
of those who suffer. Responsible as the 
Anarchist who strack the President is 
and will be held to be, it may be that 
the seeds of his crime were sown in his 
nature by other hands in other genera- 
tions, and that wrong-doing in Poland 
bore its bitter fruit in the slaying of a 
ruler who loved the oppressed and out- 
cast.

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Some Characteristics of a Successful 
Church. 


We have written of the strong church, 


and the success of our own First 
Church. We would in this brief article 
notice some other things that charac- 
terize the successful church. 

A carefully arranged and properly 
worked financial system is hy no means 
to be ignored—indeed it is of great im- 
portance. People get tired of having 
‘‘money, money,”’ talked to them every 
time they come to church, but they 
respect a church that has a sound finan- 
cial system and energetically works it. 
A poor system well worked is a good 
deal better than the best of systems left 
to run itself. The plan should run in 
a well-ordered groove, without friction, 
but in a way that the congregation may 
know how the money is coming in, and 
how it is being paid out. Of course 
there will be grumblers, and some who 
will find fault with any system, pro- 
vided it touches them and makes them 
pay something toward the support of 
the church—and just here is the secret 
of the success of any plan—to get all 
the: people to pay something, and pay 
it regularly through the authorized 
channel. 

Regular attendance upon the social 
means of grace always characterizes the 
successful church. A church may have 
a large Sunday morning congregation, 
and pay a large salary, and the members 
speak of .our church as the first 
church of the city, and rejoice in 
the large and cultured congregation 
and the great sermons preached, but 
if the weekly prayer meeting is not 
well attended, and the Sunday School is 
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not cared for, and the young people 
neglect the devotional meetings, that 
church is not a success in the sense that 
the Master had in mind when he through 
the Spirit investigated the condition of 
some of the churches of Asia. 

Back of these two characteristics is 
another which we consider of vital im- _ 
portance to the successful church, viz: 
a consecrated, wide-awake, working 
official membership. Without this no 
church can do effective work. The 
official members are the eyes of the 
pastor, He sees his work and his peo- 
ple through them. They say to the 
outside world largely what the church 
is. They not only do the business for 
the church, but they are the representa- 
tives of the church. If the officials are 
lax in their business affairs for the 
church, the membership will probably 
A thoroughly 

having their 


be lax in their efforts. 
organized official board, 
regular monthly meetings, transacting 
the affairs of the church on _ business 
principles as they transact their own 
affairs, will bring any congregation up 
to the standard of success. 

We might say just here in parenthesis, 
that we have as well attended meetings 
of the officials of First Church as we 
have ever known, and’ the business dis- 
patched at our meetings and the ear- 
nestness manifested in the affairs of the 
church, and the loyalty with which 
they stand by the pastor, are all signs 
that point. to the successful work we 
fully expect to see done during the 
present year. 

We may notice another important 
characteristic of the successful church 
in a future number of THe METHODIST, 
namely, enthusiasm,
